More Developmonts in the Walt Arson Cnes—
A Petermined Attempt ar Destraction of
Preperiy—-1llow the Plans were Laldi and
tow Disvovered.

Among the true bills found by the Grand
Jury yvesterday was one for arson against Mra,
Vathinrine Walt, The facis of the case arc yet
fresh bn the publle mind, snd on Saturday we
clironicled the atlempt 0 procure the escape
of the priconsr on straw ball. The fallowing
additional information bas Judt come to light.

The properiies Nos. @0 and 4351 N,
Eighth street  are owned by the cetate
of Jacob Weckerly, deceased. It will

be remembered that No, 431, where the fire and
explosion ococurred, wias occupled by Mra. Wait.
About one month previons to the explosion Mra.
Partung, who keepa an asslgnation honse on
Jullapns street, and who §s a sister of Mrs,
Walt, muade spplication for renting No. 430,
stuting that sho Intended using it ns & boarding-
house, similar to her sister's, Negotiatlons ad-
vanced so far that the fence dividing the two
yards were abont belng torn down, when the
agent of the estate léarning that Mrs, Partung
intended keéping an nssignation house, refused
to grant her possesalon.  After this refuial the
deviish plot was hatehed, which fortunately did
not sueceed.

Since the fire the premises hinve been occu-
pled by a tallor named Francis Reicherl, On
Sunday last, the roof leaking, Mr. R. ascended
to the loft to remedy it, whon looking around
he saw sufliclent to cause him to gend for Fire
Marshal Blackbarn, The Fire Marshal visited
the place, and foand that from the time of the
negotintion nomed the Waits had bad access 1o
the unoceupled premises. An investization ol
the loft showed that close to tho wall dividing
the two houses, and near the chimney, had been
plied a lot of eombustible material, consisting
of newspapers, rags, low  ball  programumnes,
and varlous other rubbish, and on the top a
pound-paper bag contalding hall a ponud of
gunpowder, and nmongst these papers was found
Mrs. Walt's receipi-book. Looking overhoad, It
was discovered that & traln had been led
throngh an opening in the wall to the loft of
No. 431, aud thence to the third-story room,
where all preparations had been made for start-
e e fire, untl whers an unsuccessful attempt
thercat was made, In this train woas foand o
piece of the mosquito veétting similar to that
ueed by Mrs. W. In her attempt, and ulso o num-
ber ol papers similar to those found ia the
closets of No. 431,

Tre whole affair had Leen go arranged that
on the beds in the third clory of No. 431 taking
fire, it wonld immedintely have eommunicentad
to the loit of N, #30 by means of the train, the
gunpowder would have then exploded, fercing
off the roof, and draft thus Lelng given, the fire
would have hod full dway, and both bulldings
would have been destroyed.

It is now supposed that this whole plot was
concocted by both Mrs, Partung and Mrs, Walt

out of revenge for the refusal of the agent to
rent the hiouse to Mre. Partung. It Is further
supposed that Wall, who, will be remems-

bered, was up sinles aloue all the alternoon betore

the fre, made ull the necessary preparation
It has been dizscovered also that the powder
was boueht of Benjumin Evans, No. 702 South

stract. The daughter 6f Mr. Evans statea that
about the 18th i March, two days previous to
the first fire and explosion, two young men hnd
purchased o pound of powider, bul no attention
was paid to the matter. The bax found con-
tained lali o pound; the other Lalfl had been
used in No, 43l

From the above our readers ecan conceive of
what these people arc equal to, and the flendish-
nees of thelr natures. Siice the imprisonment
of his wife Wait bas disp of her furniture to
a secoud-hand dealer for 140, and Is now spend-
ing the money in debauchery.

THE BOARD OF HEALTI,

Tow the Strect Uleaning Comes On.

The Board of Health up to this time this year
have removed loads of dirt from the strecls of
Philadelplila to the number of 40,000, The
Board of Iealth met yesterday morning,
and at this meeting a resolution was passed
directing that the warrants for April ghonld not
be paid untll the streets are thoroughly cleaned.
The upper part of the city Is in o fair conditlon,
but the board has received complaints from
geveral constables in the lower part. A tweniy-
four-hour notice has been served on two ol the
coniractors of the Third and Fourth districts,
requiring them to have their districts cleaned
jmmediately. If the demands of the notice are
not complied with. the contracts will In all pro-
bability be rescinded. The Streel Committee ol
the Board of Health go over the streels once a
month and report in what condition
found, The board also has seven inspeciors
whose business it is to go over the many miles
of strects every day for the same purpoasc

A meeting of the Women's Branch of the 80-
elety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animala
was held this morning at 12 o'cloek; in the loc-
ture room of the Mercantile Library. The Pre-
sldent, Mrs, Richard P. White, in the chalr,
Mise Elizabeth Morriss, Bceretary, and Miss
Ritchie, Tressurer,

The minutes of the previous meeting, which
was the first, were read and approved.

The President offered the nnnexed report:—

One diay (n this pleassnt monith of April, & year
aign, abott thirty Indios assembled in the pariors of
our estesmed friend and colaborer, 8, Morria Waln,
for the parpose of organizing a “Womens' Branch' of
the Peunaylvania Soclety for the FPrevention of
Craclty to Animals, t wna the wish of the
gentlemen composing that soctety tHat the wouen
of our oily should aid them in  thelr benevo-
lent work; and in censonance with that Jdesire
we organiged our “Women's Branch,” but as far as
we onrsslvos were eonderned wo were dotubtfnl of
onr ability to accomplish much in the Wiy of assust.
ance, 1 may salely say that there was not ons of
those present thut day who imagined that we
shonld be able to effcot one half of what we
lhave done ; but far be it from us to boast. We re-
memboer that “Paul may plant and Apollo water,
but 'tis God who giveth the lucrense,” apd the
supreme prafge swnd glory In this as in  al
otier good works are doo to Him, who hes inclinsd
the heatts of those who have assisted s ravorably
Lo our cause, AL the time of ouar organization onr
slrongest wigh wits to be alde to employ an agent,
who sliould go throngh the clty inspecting horaes
and expminiog into thelr condition ; Anding whether
there were galled spots underneath thelr hurness,
and not only this;, but at the same time chocking, as
far aa was 1o his power, all excessive bentihg aod
overlonding, a8 well as the working of lame anl.
mals, We soon fonpd that we should be able o
gratify this wishh by engagiog one agent, and sinee
then we have inoroascd the numbor to two, Bofore
miiy months we hopo to have more, for we do not
consider that the ¢ty conld be properly atiended to
with less than dve or nix,

Our agent began, In the Aret place, to work chiefly
by moril siasion, & metnod wiieh we should always

qofer, for 1t 18 better to persaade men thao v
coerce them ; but we find this will not answer in nll
cases, There are some 50 bratal that they can only
be acted upon through fear, and thess we are
obllged, whenever we are able, o have punished [or
thelr cruelty, Bince the jatter part of December
lust our agents have made 23 arreals; of theee, 3
were ot the eharge of oruelly whipping thelr iorses ;
4 on the chuarge of having galied animals; & for
overloading, b for loiningin & cock fNght, € for par-
ticipnting in a pigeon mateh, € for driving Inme
horses, aud 3§ on o general charge of croeliy, Of
these 14 have been fined, 1 commitied o prison, 9
have forfelted thelr ball, and six have been dis-
misscd, 8o that ¥ou gee the conviction of the oilend
Crs Was gecured L a very large proportion of these
Clased,

vur Treasurer reporta that we have recelved sinecs
our organization 188t year. in subgeriptions and do-
narloms, FTO40E; but as wo resolved that all donn-
tlops over five dollnrs should go towards a perma-
noent fund, unless expressly designated by the donors
A8 intended to mect eurrent expenses, we have to
reserve §hosst, of wihilch we can only use the inte-
rest,  This leaves $1208-02 for current expenses ; and
us these doring the past yoar have amounted to
E1090- 10, vou sou that wo are got oaly entivisly free from
debl, but have u ginnll gum to begin onr new year
with, which wlil soon be Inereased., 08 our annual
gubseription are now due.

those benevolent individuals, who are so disposed,
from glving us the bepetlt of a8 claase in thoeir wills.

af the (ittle slips containing “The horse's petition’™
amd *Take not the life you cannot give.” Mare than
half of these have been disteibnted among chlldeen
by cur managers and Ly other members of the
gociety. We have recelved a eommunicatiop,
through Mr, Armstrong, President of the Board of
Control of Public Schools, who scems to take a
o8t Kinaly interest fn our soclety, that our petision
ashing lor leave to distribute our publication in
these sehools has Leen granted, S0 that we ¢an
enter at once upon what we doubl not will prove
one of the most important of ounr fields of labor.
Directly ater the organization of our “Women's
Braneh,” one of the rsl subjects that cngaged our
attention wis the barburons manner o which the
dogs ruuning loose in the streéets were every sammer
tuken up and kliled. Ido not hesitate to say it 18 a
disgrace to our city that this was allowed to go on
for 80 many years, The system heretofore ln vogae
wias nol only most croel to the animals upon whom
it wag practiged, bpt brutalizing In the extreme to
those who were made the instroments ol carrying
It put, and demoralizing 1o those who were tne wir-
nesses of it Publie Indlgnation was aroused during
st sumnmer, and numerous complaints from citizens
upon the subject were handed in to ng. Feellug sure
thut our wishes wonld never be properly attended to
until we had the matter to some extont at least in

| our own hands, we reselved, with the consent of our

honored Muyor, to found “& temporary home for
dogs” on the model of a smilar institution in

London, where all these animails found
running at  large could  be  taken  and
kept  for @ short  thme, Those having

owners conld be redeemed; thiose which were In
any way valuable or popscssed of dealrable qualities,
could Lk glven away Lo farmers or any other clusg in
the community desiring them, sud the remaloder

| sooner was onr plan made public than we were

ninde the reciplents of a vast nnmber of attacks
from several of the dally journals of this civy,
amidl  from  one, at least, of thoge in New
York, In which misrepresentation and ridicule
constitured the chilef weapons of our opponents, It
was stated that we proposed to erect o hoapital for
dogs; that we were about to employ a corps of
nuraes to sttend to them: that we had petitioned
Connells for §20,000, with which to bulld this hospl-
tal or asylum; that our esteemed friend, Mr. Bergh,
the excellent President of the New York soclety,
had originated the idea, and induoed us to adope it,
und p number of otlier absurd slatements, which it
18 not worth while to ropeat,

Afternoticing m fattering terms soveral news-
papers, aud defending the gociety from the ussanits
of those which have proved uafriendly, the report
continues:—

I repent most emphatically that we do not intend
to have a hospital for dogs, nor an asylom where
they can be Kept till old age, or anything of the
gort, but merely a pound conducted upon & humane
system. Our pian 8 one which, rightly underatood,
must mect with e approvil of ail rational pergons
in the community, and most even commend (Lself to
those who are lrratlongl in thely dread of hydro-
plhiobia, since, as we propose Lo take up the doga ull
Lhe year ronmd, the gumbér of those ronoing in the
streeta will bo very greatly diminisbed,

The Mayor has consented to become President of
our institution (which, in deference to those who (o
not like the word *“‘home,” we have concioded to
name “Shelter for Dogs and Other Aulmala™), and
this fact 18 of itself a saMeient guarnntes of the
peacticablility and wisdom ef what we propose, Wihat
we have asked of Councils, is not that they give us
twenty-five thousand dellars; buat thut of the sum
which they have appropriated this year to the
taking wp and Killing of dogs, without any
reforenee to oargoclery, uamely.twenty-uve handred
dollard, they give ns 4 suMelsnt amount Lo erect, lu
A plain and inexponsive manner, a saltable bulldong
for our rurpmw. pud the use of 4 plece of ground
upon which to locate IL; the remainder of the appro-
priation to be expendad as usunl, nnder the super-
vialon of the Mayor, in paying for the taking up of
the dogs. In returii for this we agree to tewder to
Counciy all the funds which we sy recelve
from the redemption of aolmals in tne shelter,

Wo feel, however, that wo must protest agalnst
the new ordinance of Counclly, that i order 10 pre-
vent dogs from capture they shisll be muzaied all
the year round, When we rememuber that the dog 18
an antmal which perspires only by means of L8
mouth—that when he 18 atall heaied, his only re
lief 18 in openjog It and extending his tonguae—wve
oan see the craelly of putting upon him 4 caqe
which obliges nim w Keep WS wouth shat, and pre-
vents his drinking any wister,

At 11 o'clock this morning Dr. Bhaplelgh, the

Coroner’s physiclan, made & postmoriinm ex-
amination of the body of Fanny Weaver, aged
thirty-five years, who was found dead sbout
half-past © o'clock last evening, In the yard of
the premises No. 1104 Parrish street, oceapled
by her and several other parties. The property
No. 1104 Parrlsh streot belongs (o o man named
Eastburn. It s a three-story brick building,
enbdivided on the ground-floor by a sepurate
ieenge way leading to a lvery sluble.  Mrs,
Veaver and husband occupled the kitches on
the lower floor aud the second story. Tho third
floor was rerted out to an old woman namned
Mary McFarlavd and o girl named Adoline
Stewart.  Two lads, George McFarland and
Willie Morrow, the latter n nephew of the du-
cenked, resided on the promises,

The discovery of the dead body was mrde in
the followlng manneri—Aboutl the time above
mentioned Oficer Chandler and Special OMeor
Wione, whilst conversing with Lieutenant
Btelnauer, at Twellth and Parrish streets, were
apprized of a disturbance at the place named
by one James Mulllgnn and one 8. John Dorris,
and they at once proceoded to the scene. The
body of Mrs. Weaver wus found in the yard,
with her feet In an out-house and her hesad on
the pavement.

The Licutenant Immediately ordered the
arrest of ull purmles in the house, including the
Informers. Thelr names are John Weavar,
Jomes Mulllgan, 8t. John Dorris, Isabella Dor-
ris, Mary MeFarland, and Adeline Stewart.
The boys were retaiued as witnosses, The offi-
curs found every apartment of the house in dis-
order. In the kitchen near the stove wasa
wnsh basin full of blood, & bucket of ceal had
Leen Kicked over and other evidences of a dis-
turbance were vigible, A plece of a towel rack
was found iu the yard near where the body was
firsl discovered. There was but little furnlture
in the honge and the condition of the premises
reminded one of the lowest of the low dens in
Bakor or Spafford streat. The house l= said to
have been one of improper resort, and its oceu-
punts  were all addicted to drink. Those
arrested were well under its Influence.

THE INQUIEST,

He
testitled that e made & post-mortem examination
of the body: he foand the left arm of the decensed
In spiint: kroises in the upper part of the chest: one
an old brojee, and the other a recent one; he found
Lruiseg all over the body; the body preseoted evi-
dences of two distinet melees : afractare of the arm
occurted a fow duys ago:on the breast, head, ete,,
there were old and new brolscs ; thore wero brifases
upon the arms as weil as on the body; wae found no
fracture of the skall jthers was some vongestion of the
Diood vessels of the brain; the membranes of the
brain had wikered to eachother from inflammation ;
the subgtance of the brain at ong portion was soft-
ened: In my opinion this appearauce of the brain
wos cansed by lut*mperance; the heart and lungs
were in a normAal conditton: tho sixth rib was frac-

tured, nud the Hver npesr the rib wns
extengively roptared : the oavity of the
whilomen Wik filleq with  blood; the
angg of death was the result of the rupbured
liver, followed by homorrhege: vialenee was the
enuse of thig; a sovore Kick wonld have broken tho
